SUPREME COURT SHOWDOWN 


What you need to know about the health care case 

MCT 

WASHINGTON The most controversial requirement in President Obama’s health 
care law is that all Americans get health insurance. On Tuesday, the Supreme 
Court will hear arguments over whether this mandate is constitutional. 


How will the requirement work? 

Starting in 2014, most Americans will have 
to get a health insurance plan that meets 
a basic set of standards or pay a penalty 
that will rise from $95 in 2014 to $695 in 
2016. (The penalty for a family will be up to 
$2,085 ii^ 2016.) 

Among those exempt from the mandate 
will be low-income Americans, American 
Indians and those with religious objections 
to medical coverage. 

Why is it in the law? 

There is broad consensus among health 
policy and insurance experts that guaran- 
teeing health insurance to everyone, as the 
law does, is nearly impossible without a 
way to induce younger, healthier people to 


get covered and offset the cost of insuring 
older, sicker ones. The law also requires 
insurers to offer coverage to all Americans, 
even those with pre-existing medical condi- 
tions. Without a duty to get insurance, 
people could wait until they got seriously ill 
and then sign up for coverage. 

How can the federal government impose 
such a requirement? 

The Constitution says Congress has the 
power to “regulate commerce” and to im- 
pose taxes to promote the general welfare. 
In the past, the court has upheld federal 
laws regulating all manner of business, 
from agriculture and aviation to who can 
be served at the corner coffee shop. The 
Obama administration argues that the new 


insurance requirements are a regulation 
of commerce, and therefore well within 
Congress’ power. 

Why do the challengers say it is 
unconstitutional? 

The states and other plaintiffs challenging 
the mandate argue that Americans who do 
not get health insurance are not engaging in 
commerce. Therefore, they should be free 
from regulation by the federal government. 
The plaintiffs warn that if Congress can 
regulate inactivity such as a decision not to 
get health insurance, the federal government 
might be able to require Americans to get 
other products, like broccoli or automobiles. 

How is the court likely to rule? 

Since 1936, the high court has never struck 
down a major federal regulatory law on the 
grounds that Congress exceeded its power. 
And most legal experts think the court is 
likely to uphold the insurance mandate be- 
cause of decades of precedent. But the five 
conservative justices also have consistently 
voiced concern about excessive federal 
power. And no federal law has ever required 
Americans to buy a product.

Rosario, who has been married nearly two 
years, said her commute gives her quality time 
with her husband, who is in law school.

“It’s much more comfortable to sit 
next to someone you know” 

Though she admits she sometimes would 
like to work the sudoku without distraction, 
Rosario said she finds that the QT she spends 
people-watching on the train with her husband 
generates conversation between them later. 


Zicna Miller of Andersonville said the Red 
Line commute she shares with her husband 
also provides them something to talk about. 
Also, she said their coordinated schedule 
“keeps me on track and on time.” 

“It’s definitely nice to have the quality time 
with him,” Miller, 30, says of her husband of 
more than three years. “I would say we are 
very happy.” 

Joel Lozada, 28, says he’s not as lucky He 
and his wife both take the No. 65- Grand 
bus— in opposite directions. Lozada rides 
the bus downtown while his wife takes it to 
Harlem. 

Lozada said his wife can be a bit jealous of 
his commute, and she occasionally requests 
they spend time downtown after work. But 
Lozada said he doesn’t like to go downtown af- 
ter hours since he’s spent the work day there. 

He said now more than ever, he wishes he 
could commute with his wife since she is in 
the early stages of pregnancy. 

For her part, Rosario said she is “very 
happy” in her relationship. But she is con- 
cerned about what will happen in the summer, 
when her husband takes a job four days a week 
in Libertyville, which means they won’t be 
commuting together. 

“I was like, "What is this going to do to us?’ ” 
Rosario said. 

But she said her husband then vowed to 
make the ultimate Chicago sacrifice— he 
would accompany her on her commute on 
Fridays even though he doesn’t have to work. 
Together they will ride to the Loop, just to 
keep in the loop.

NEW INVESTIGATION DETAILS COMPLICATE EMOTIONALLY CHARGED CASE 



CNN 

SANFORD, Fla. The core of Trayvon Martin’s story has 
been told again and again in recent days— about how 
the 17-year-old went out to a Sanford, Fla., convenience 
store, only to be killed on his way back to his father’s fi- 
ancee’s home. 

Yet one month later, questions persist as to exactly 
how and why that happened. The man who admitted 
shooting the teen has not been charged in connection 
to the case, much to the dismay of Martin’s parents and 
thousands of strangers nationwide who have rallied be- 
hind them. 

On Monday, the story continued to gain both com- 
plexity and clarity, because of the details of the account 
that Martin’s shooter gave to police after the shooting. 

George Zimmerman’s description is outlined in an 
Orlando Sentinel article that cited “authorities” as the 
source of its information. The Sanford Police Depart- 
ment subsequently released a statement that confirmed 
the newspaper account “is consistent with the informa- 
tion provided to the State Attorney’s office by the police 
department.” 

Zimmerman, a 28 -year-old neighborhood watch vol- 
unteer, told police he was on his way to the grocery store 
when he saw Martin, a black male, walking through his 
gated community, according to the Sentinel report. 

“Something’s wrong with him,” he told a 911 dispatch- 
er, according to the contents of a call released last week. 
“Yep. He’s coming to check me out. He’s got something 
in his hands.” 

The teen started to run, Zimmerman said. When he 


What is the law? 

Sanford authorities say they could not arrest George 
Zimmerman under Florida’s “stand your ground” law, 
which allows people to use deadly force to defend 
themselves anywhere they feel a reasonable fear of 
death or serious injury. The evidence police had at the 
time didn’t allow for an arrest, officials have said, cnn 


said he was following the boy the dispatcher told him, 
“We don’t need you to do that.” 

Shortly afterward, neighbors began calling 911 to re- 
port an apparent altercation, then a gunshot. 

The Orlando Sentinel report fills in some blanks, pur- 
portedly from Zimmerman’s perspective, of what trans- 
pired in the meantime. 

Zimmerman, according to the Sentinel report, later 
told police that he lost sight of Martin and was return- 
ing to his SUV when the teen approached him. The two 
exchanged words, according to Zimmerman, who said 
Martin then punched him in the nose. 

On the ground, Zimmerman said he was repeatedly 
punched and had his head slammed into the sidewalk, 
according to the Sentinel report. He began yelling, he 
told police. 

Previously released tapes of 911 calls included neigh- 
bors saying they had heard hearing screams — though 
it wasn’t clear whether they came from Zimmerman or 
Martin. 

Selma Mora Lamilla, for instance, told police in her 
911 call that she did not hear any altercation, but did hear 


THE BIG PICTURE

Both LeBron 
James and Dwyane Wade, the 
team’s biggest stars, have posted 
about the incident. 
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as someone cried and “whimpered” before 
the shooting. 

And Martin’s girlfriend was on the phone 
with him the entire time, according to a law- 
yer for the shooting victim’s family Benjamin 
Crump said last week that the girl “complete- 
ly blows Zimmerman’s absurd self-defense 
claim out of the water.” 

What is evident is that, minutes after that 
Zimmerman’s first 911 call, police arrived at 
the scene. 

They found Martin lying “face down in the 
grass,” according to a police report. He had 
been unarmed, carrying only a bag of Skittles 
candy and an iced tea. 

A short time later, Martin was pronounced 
dead. 

As to Zimmerman, “his back appeared to 
be wet and was covered in grass {and he] was 
also bleeding, from the nose and back of his 
head,” according to the same report. 

Zimmerman was questioned, but has not 
been charged in the case. 

This fact has triggered widespread uproar, 
apparent Monday with rallies in Pittsburgh; 
San Francisco; Houston; Atlanta; Indianapo- 
lis; Baltimore; Philadelphia; Detroit; Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; Iowa City Iowa; and Sanford. 
Rallies also were held in Chicago over the

weekend. 

In Sanford, a regularly scheduled city com- 
mission meeting turned into a forum focused 
on the Martin case. Near its start. Rev Al 
Sharpton presented a petition that he said 
had been signed by 2 million people calling 
for Zimmerman’s arrest. 

He was one of several speakers who called 
for answers and accountability for police of- 
ficers who they felt bungled the case by not 
testing Zimmerman for alcohol and drug 
levels and not doing a background check on 
him— even though they did both for the vic- 
tim. 

“The Sanford police department needs to 
be held accountable,” said an emotional Tracy 
Martin, Trayvon’s father. 

Martin’s family and supporters have said 
that they believe race played a role in the 
shooting. Zimmerman is a white Hispanic. 
His family says he has been mistakenly por- 
trayed as racist. 


On Monday Martin’s supporters continued 
to insist that Zimmerman should be held re- 
sponsible for Martin’s death— saying the teen 
would be alive today if Zimmerman had sim- 
ply followed the 91 1 dispatcher’s instructions 
to stay away 

In addition to the investigation led by State 
Attorney Angela Corey the state’s governor 
has formed a task force to review the state’s 
“stand your ground” law. The Justice Depart- 
ment also is investigating. 

The neighborhood where Zimmerman was 
volunteering in the watch program also could 
face a lawsuit, the National Association of 
Black Journalists said, citing Martin family at- 
torney Daryl Parks. 

Even with the shooter’s account clear, au- 
thorities still are working to piece together 
the details from Feb. 26. 

“Right now, we have too many unanswered 
questions,” Florida Attorney General Pam 
Bondi said Monday

One week after dozens of people were shot 
in a deadly outburst of street violence, Alayor 
Emanuel and police Superintendent Garry Mc- 
Carthy sought Monday to assure the public they 
are focused on combating gang crime. 

The announcement of a gang crackdown on 
the West Side was the first joint appearance by 
Emanuel and McCarthy since news broke that 
10 people were fatally shot over the March 17- 
18 weekend^ including a 6-year-old girk Police 
say gangs largely are responsible for the violent 
start to 2012 in Chicago^ which has seen fatal 
and non fatal shootings on the rise. 

Authorities said eight guns and about 


$1.6 million in illegal drugs were recovered as 
part of an investigation with the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration to target gang activity in 
Lawndale. Tliey also announced drug-re bted 
charges against 15 people in nearby Austin after 
a two-month investigation. 

Although last weekend's violence was brgely 
concentrated on the South and Southwest sides, 
McCarthy and the mayor portrayed the '^st 
Side arrests as part of a broader approach to drug 
and gang violence that still is being developed. 

“llie idea is to fight this like a ground war and 
you take it spot by spot by spot and hold on to 
it and fill that void with police, community and 
resources to prevent the backslide of that com- 
munity,” McCarthy said* He said that if drug 
crime is allowed to seep back into neighbor- 
hoods, 'Ve’re doomed to failure,” 

Emanuel used a refrain frequently cited by 
Chicago mayors in the face of the cit/s seem- 
ingly intractable gang problem— residents must

do more to help authorities reclaim the streets. 

'^Thc first line in protecting a neighborhood 
is a community It is not the police department,”

When asked what the spate of violence last 
week said about his strategy for combating 
gangs, Emanuel said, ^There are days you make 
progress, and there are days you wish clearly 
would have never happened.”

Chicago police officials have put hundreds of 
stolen items worth more than $500,000 on 
display at the Town Hall District police station 
hoping to find their way back to their owners. 

The items were recovered from a Lincoln 
Park apartment recently after police executed 
search warrants and arrested Jicheng Liu, 32, 


who was charged with a felony for his role in 
the operation, and with felony cyber-stalking, 
authorities said. 

Liu is suspected of running an elaborate 
fencing operation with truckloads of high-end, 
stolen merchandise, officials said. 

Following a months-long joint investigation 
by the Chicago Police Department, U.S. Post- 
al Inspection Service and the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office, Liu was arrested ear- 
lier this month after authorities executed a 
warrant on a home in the 1700 block of West 
Altgeld Street and confiscated truckloads of 


merchandise believed to have been stolen. 

Anyone who has been the victim of a garage 
or vehicle burglary on the North Side dating 
back to 2010 is encouraged to attend and iden- 
tify the stolen items, police said. Receipts and/ 
or proof of ownership will be required to claim 
property police said. 

Anyone who believes their items may have 
been stolen can go to the Town Hall District 
station, 850 West Addison St., to view the 
items from 8 a.m.-5 p.m. through Friday On 
Saturday, people can go to the station from 
8 a.m.-noon, officials said.

Wife defends man 
accused of massacre 


D WASHINGTON The wife of a U.S. Army sergeant ac- 
cused of killing 17 Afghan civilians this month said 
she does not believe her husband could have carried out the 
massacre and that she was confident he was fine before his 
latest deployment. 

Staff Sgt. Robert Bales, a decorated 38 -year-old veteran of 
four combat tours in Iraq and Afghanistan, was charged last 
week with 17 counts of murder for killing eight adults and 
nine children and six counts each of assault and attempted 
murder for attacking two other adults and four children. 

The incident in southern Afghanistan has further strained 
U.S.-Afghan relations after more than 10 years of war. 

Karilyn Bales, speaking publicly for the first time since 
the March ii shootings in Afghanistan’s Kandahar prov- 
ince, said in an interview aired on NBC’s “Today” show on 
Monday that she firmly does not believe her husband was 
involved in the attack. 

“I don’t think anything will ever really change my mind 
in believing that he did not do this, that this is not what it 
appears to be,” she told NBC. 

“I just don’t think he was involved. I don’t know enough 
information. This is not him. It’s not him.” 

Bales is being held at Leavenworth military prison in 
Kansas, where his wife has spoken with him twice by tele- 
phone. 


WHERE IS SHE? 

It was not clear where Karilyn Bales was, and NBC 
would not disclose the interview location. She and the 
couple’s two children have been moved into military 
lodging at Joint Base Lewis-McChord near Tacoma, 
Wash., and her once-bright and happy blog about her 
pregnancy and life with their first child has now been 
blocked from public view, getty images 


“He seemed a bit confused as to where he was and 
why he was there,” she said of his detention, adding that she 
did not directly ask him if or how he was involved in the 
killing spree.

When Susan Justice says writing her debut al- 
bum, ''Eat Dirt,” was “like therapy,” she’s not 
blowing smoke. 

ITie singer-songwriter, the second eldest of 
to children, grew up as part of a cult known as 
The Family ''Eat Dirt,” which dropped Mon- 
day, remains widely accessible while chroni- 
cling Just ice’s youth spent traveling the world 
and being told what she could think and read 
and listen to — and her ultimate decision to set 
out on her own.

Justice talks about her unique past, music 
and holding back tears tor Winfrey. 

Growing up, you consumed culture— books, 
music and more— in secret, hiding things 
under your bed. Were you ever caught? 

[Laughs,] Ob yeah, ActuaJly I was caught, be- 
cause I used to stay up at night and read Greek 
mythology in the bathroom with the light on. 
And so one time my mom came in and I was 
reading it and she was just like, “What are you 
doing?” It was that and a psychology textbook. 

I was like 12. [laughs.] And I was Hke, “This is 
so cool!” It was a frickin’ psychology textbook. 
And she w^as like, “Don’t read this! ’Cause all 
those people are crazy!” So that was a big deal. 

I was SO pissed that they caught me. 

When you decided to set out on your own, 
what was the straw that broke the camei’s 
back? 

Well, we were all in New York and we all flew 
to Germany and I actually fell in love with a 
guy in New York and I didn’t want to leave. I 
didn’t like the fact that growing up we trav- 
eled so much, that it was really hard to keep 
friendships. So I was just Uke, 'T can’t do this 
anymore.” ... ILiat was one of the hardest de- 
cisions I ever had to make ’cause my brothers 
and sisters, we’re all very close and they didn’t 


want me to go. 

Why aren't there more songs out there now 
that emphasize lyrics? 

Things evolve and things go in a cycle when it 
comes to music. Right now maybe people are 
really feeling like they want people to convey 
things more through the emotion or through 
the beat of the song, where they want to for- 
get about their problems, they just want to go 
and dance. And other people are more poetic- 
driven and they want to hear something that’s 
more in depth with a story It also depends on 
the listener, what people are in the mood for. 

So people who really connected with ''My 
Humps" may want to write to us and com- 
plain. 

I love that song by the way [Laughs.] I was 
just listening to it the other day 

You've been playing guitar since you were 
6 or 7. With all that experience, how badly 
would you demolish Jimmy Page or Slash in 
a competition? 

I wouldn’t really go head-to-head with those 
guys. I’m more of a rhythm guitarist. I can 
shred a little bit, but I keep that under wraps. 
That’s like my singing in the shower. 

About five years ago you performed a song 
about Oprah to Oprah. Tell me what that was 
like. 

It was such an emotional experience because 
they had this video that they played before I 
went on that I was talking about my life, so 
when I finally went on stage to perform every- 
one in the audience was crying. Oprah’s eyes 
were watery and I was Like trying not to cry 
while singing to her a song about her on stage.

Buckle up for the latest

The Mars Volta 
isn’t an easy band 
to recommend 
to a casual music 
fan. “Tbu’ll totally 
love them ... if 
you don’t mind 
song titles like 
‘Lapochka’ and abstract lyrics and non-linear 
structures and prog-rock albums that require 
about 10-30 listens to feel digested.” 

Guess what? I really like the group in 
spite of Cedric Bixler-Zavala’s disinter- 
est in comprehensible lyricism and Omar 
Rodriguez-Lopez’s unceasing solo output. As 
usual, “Noctourniquet” begins with a bit of 
an exhausting primer to the record, challeng- 
ing listeners to jump off now before the boat 
gets too far from shore. But the stuttering 
time signature of opener “The Whip Hand” 
is far from the album’s strangest moment. 

“In Absentia” features clattering collisions 
of background howls and cymbals that seem 
to be sailing around your head, evoking an 
eerie sense of wandering at the edge of the 
universe that gives way to a drifting calm. 
First single “The Malkin Jewel” remains 
tough to wrangle and a bit unpleasant no 
matter how many times you try it on, while 
the abrasive “Imago” and spooky, echoing 
“Trinkets Pale of Moon” can’t compare to the 
riveting energy of the furious, spiral energy 
found in highlights like “Molochwalker” and 
“Dyslexicon.” And the patiently developing

“Vedamalady” reveals an increased (if rare) 
willingness to build and layer with a delicate 
approach that wouldn’t end a Jenga game on 
the second move. 

“If I trust in the wind, she will pave me 
a different road,” Bhder-Zavala sings in the 
unusually pretty, soothing “Empty Vessels 
Make the Loudest Sound.”

Fellowes: Cameron’s Titanic’ unfair 


The Wrap 

“Downton Abbey” creator Julian Fellowes 
says James Cameron took liberties he 
shouldn’t have in “Titanic,” wrongly portray- 
ing the ship’s first officer as a coward. 

Fellowes said he will set the record straight 
on William Murdoch, first officer on RMS Ti- 
tanic, in his new four-part miniseries on the 
1912 disaster that debuts at 7 p.m. April 14 on 
ABC. 

Cameron’s Oscar-winning 1997 blockbust- 
er-due for a 3-D re-release next month— 
portrayed Murdoch as a coward who shot 
passengers before taking his own life. Fel- 
lowes told Britain’s Radio Mag that in fact 
Murdoch, who went down with the ship when 
she sank after hitting an iceberg, was credited 
with launching the lifeboats that saved 75 per- 
cent of the survivors. 

“That was very unfair how Murdoch was 
depicted. He wasn’t cowardly” Fellowes said. 
“He fired the pistol to just stop a potential 
riot. It was suddenly getting out of hand, and 
he fired it in the air. That’s not being cowardly 

“I don’t think you can just say, ‘Well, we’ll 
make this guy a villain— he’ll do.’ ” 

In 1998, “Titanic” studio Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox gave $8,000 to a fund commemorat- 
ing Murdoch after his family and neighbors 



objected to the movie’s portrayal of him. 

“I don’t think you can take someone who 
was moral and decent and make them do 
something immoral and indecent. I would 
feel uncomfortable doing that,” Fellowes told 
the magazine. “So we do have Murdoch, and 
we have him firing a pistol. ... {but} there is a 
little bit of setting the record straight.”
